In 
among Ihese the I'ouomotive rujlicd ijukk as 
a flash, just as Ihe Beverly train bad started, 
crushing, bruising, maug]iu£ aud .killing in 
the most frightful manner conceivable^ Bul 
this was not tbe only aud-perhaps not the 
worst vlsilor tho unfortunate passengers 
had. Simultaneously wilh tho collision the 
connecting pipes of Iho engine, were broken, 
and In 'an instant tho wretclied' sufferers 
were shrouded In a cloud of blinding, hiss- 
ing ileam, and deluged wilh boiling water: 
which brought Instant death to many of 
tha wounded, and will provo fatal to others 
who had probably not been otherwh6 seri- 
ously Injured. TUG oil lamps spilled their 
contents and See here, it any,, was undoubt- 
edly extinguished by iho water and steam. 
Although the Beverly train was just, moving, 
when the collision took place, this motion 
did net prevent injury in Ihc way of break- 
age to tlie cars In front of the last one. The 
coupling belwcen the Iwo rear cars broke, 
and the platforms of aU of ,tbetu were 
jammed up together, the smoking cj'r over- 
lapping the baggage car, and rods and tim- 
bers were inextricably mixed and Interwo- 
ven. , Fortunately tbe .entanglement was 
not so great but that the passengers suc- 
ceeded in getting out quite speedily. Hap- 
pily was' It for them they did so, for thus 
they escaped another, destroying fiend. 
Tbe kerosene oil lamps were upset und tbeir 
conteutsspilled upon the upholstery, and in 
an Instant .the'smoking car was In a blaze. 
The greedy flames traveled with great speed 
from one car to another, until three of 
Ihern were embraced in ihc fiery folds. 
Tbese were subsequeully moved up Ihe 
Inck. half-a-dozen rods so thai the llatnes 
should not Interfere with Ihc suffrrcrj in the 
rear car, and then they wero allowed to 
burn until Ibere was nothing left for nre to 
feed upon. An effort was at first made to 
put out tba fire, bul Ibis was prevented and 
tho flames were useful in lighting up Ihc 
dreadful scene in tbe rear, and facililate tbo 
services for IhQ wounded.
